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C H A R L E S T O W N M E E T I N G . 
At an adjourned meeting of the Democrats of Charles­

ed their talents and their power to overthrow the power 
o f the people—they have even profaned the Sabbath, 
by political harrangues of the most inflammatory na­ 
ture ; and in the Senate of the United States, where we 
should naturally 
expect to find men 
laying aside all 
corrupt feeling, and acting in the pure spirit of patriot­

On motion of Mr Winslow, a committee of five was 
appointed to procure Faneuil Hall, and make the neces­ 
sary arrangements for a meeting of the citizens in that 
place, some evening, the nearest to the election for which 
it can be obtained. 
The nominating committee were empowered to fill 
any vacancies in their body.
